The Macdonald Collegre Branch of the Agrricultural 
Institute of Canada held its first meeting of the session 
last Monday. Welconming: the new meml>ers. Prof. R. H. 
Estey, President of the Branch, informed the meetings 
that as a result of a resolution adopted at the Annual 
Meeting: of the A.I.C. some months ag:o at Guelph, 
student affiliation to the Institute would no longer be 
i^estricted to the 4th year students, but that it would 
also be open to the 3rd year students. Affiliation is 
free, and carries with it no obligation or responsi- 
bilities other than the normal obligation that all mem- 
berw<i have of attending the legular meetings of tlieir 
organization. There are several benefits that a student 
affiliate can take advantage of; some of these include 
the use of the Institute's Text})Ook Purchasing Service 
which provides discounts on most l>ooks of up to 20%, 
and complimentary copies of the Institute's Review and 
News-letter, both issued bi-monthly.- 

A feature of this j^ears' activities will be a program 
designed to accommodate students on various commit- 
tees of the Branch in an advisory capacity with a view 
to obtaining from them guidance concerning studenji 
reaction and response on certain matters arising out 
of the Institute's activities.

Commonwealth Scolarship Plan 

The program that Prof. C. Wayne Hall is participating 
in, is the culmination of two years planning and experimen- 
tation on behalf of the Canadian Government and other 
members of the Commonwealth. It forn^is part of Canada's 
contribution to the Columl>o Plan and associated economic 
aid programmes. In the coming year, Canada will provide 
$50 million to the Colomlx) Plan for Southern Asia, $4,510,- 
000 to the West Indies, $500,000 for technical assistance, 
$3,850,000 for multilateral aid, $3,700,000 for special assis- 
tance, and a further $500,000 to finance the first phase of 
the Commonwealth Scholarship Plan. 

Under this final plan, conceived in the Autumn of 1958, 
some 1,000 scholars fiom the countries of the Common- 
wealth would be granted exchange scholarships. 

Of these, some 250 would be coming to Canada at an 
estimated annual expense of one million dollars. This was 
to be a bilateral agreement, with Canadian students going 
to other countri.-5s of the Commonwealth. For rather ob- 
vious reasons, this plan was found unfeasible and an alter- 
nate had to be found. By this new plan, Canada would 
undertake to send educators to.such countries as requested 
educational assistance, with a view to advising the various 
smaller countries on educational matters and to formulate* 
plans for offering more concrete assistance. Prof. Hall's 
work will deal mainly with the Teacher Training Institutes 
in the vicinity of the capital. It is from these Institutions 
that many of the New Goveniment officials Ambassadoi's, 
etc., are drawn and it is only natural that they should re- 
ceiye top prioritJ^ In any case, we salute CanndM*^ ' >r{f? 
in this most important field of education.

HAZING 

Last Friday, another unfortunate occurence took 
place in the long history of freshman hazing, in the 
form of the death of a Sir George Williams student, 
Michael Levine, entering 1st year arts. As part of 
his sentence, at freshman court, Levine had to run to 
Phillips Square, climb a statue and give a speech 
about being Herb Elliot and intending to retire from 
running for good. Only too little did the sophs realize 
how true the last statement was to be. As he began 
to speak, he collapsed, sliding to the ground and 
was pronounced dead several minutes later. 

Immediately, the question arises as to where 
the blame belongs, even though it will not help 
Levine. Perhaps we should look a little further back 
into his past. The 1st ten years of his school life 
was spent in a special school because of a weak heart. 
Presumably then he must still take care of himself. 
Why then was he allowed to take part in the hazing 
and especially in such rigorous exercise. The sopho- 
mores will plead innocent on the grounds that they 
were not told of his condition. The boy himself 
wouldn't complain, fearing to be labelled a sissy. 
But the university should have been informed. His 
death could hav3 been avoided with a little more 
investigation into his medical history which all fresh- 
men must submit. It may be argued that this is easier 
said than done. Perhaps this is one reason why at 
McCill, only the engineers and ourselves practice 
hazing. Too often it developes into a large noisy mob 
action, often dominated by a few noisy individuals 
who have no legal right to be participating at all. 

Hazing has its place in a freshman's introduc- 
tion to college life but it must be planned to have 
some purpose. A good example of this, was the girls' 
initiation. The physical side was kept to a level that 
would hurt no-one but the sophs. They also showed 
a great deal of ingenuity in the costumes worn. On 
the other hand the boys' activities raised a great deal 
of hard feelings all around. Is this necessary? I 
believe not. 

Next year when the class of '64 is planning its 
initiation it should keep these facts in mind. It will 
make for a better and more enjoyable time for every- 
one, including the sophs.

SCRAP BOOK 

The sudden death of Michael Levine. freshman, brought 
to a grim end the initiation exercises at Sir George Williams 
University on Friday. Levine, 19, was sentenced in initiation 
"trials" to run from the University to Phillips Square in two 
minutes and one second. Once at the Square, he was to make 
a short speech concerning his career as a runner and an- 
nounced hi«; retirement. 

Levine climbed onto a statue at the Square and suddenly 
slipped to the ground. He was pronotmced dead shortly after. 
Dr. F. Cvril James expressed his deep concern and profound 
sympathy with Sir George 'Williams University concerning the 
Levine death. , ' . 

Since 1950, initiation exercises at McGill have been cur- 
tailed by order of the Senate. Other college initiations in 
general have been modified and in some cases abolished in 
Canada. 

In a recent incident at the University of Manitoba similar 
to the Levine case, a fre.shman had his cheek-bone fractured 
during iniDation ceremonies. 

The re:ent appointment of Dr. James as president of the 
International Association of Universities hn.s promoted little 
interest locally. For one thing. 1: ulents 
about this voluntary organization. 

The functions of the lAU are three-loid. In ihe liisi place, 
it is the only international organization of universities which 
provides an open forum for discussion of world educational 
problems. Secondly, the lAU serves a lesson for r.ll other organ- 
izations which pledge to give aid to the new universities of 
under-developed universities. Lastly, the lAU is concerned with 
international research into university problems. It all adds up 
to a non-political organization — a practical meeting ground 
for universities around the world.

For the first time in the history of plowing in Canada, 
the plowing match was held outside of Ontario. In the 
future they will be held in all ten provinces in turn. 

In 1959 they were held at Crysler Ont. At that time 
two men were picked to. represent Canada in Rome this 
year. They were Robert Timbers and Allen Hammond. 

Robert Timbers of Mt. Albert, Ont., has a 200 acre 
mixed farming operation. He commenced competitive 
plowing in 1941 and in that year was a member of the 
winning team in the Ontario Inter-County Contest. In 
1953 he won the Canadian Championship at Cobourg, Ont, 
and represented Canada in the World Matchin South 
Ireland in 1954.

He won the Rotary Club trophy 3 
times and in 1953 was a member of the Canadian team at 
the World match in Germany.

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Aggies Roll Over 
St. John's Broncs 

The powerful offensive force of this year*3 
Macdonald Aggies, lead by quarterback Bill Daichun, 
were at their best on Wednesday night at St. John's, 
Que, where they scored their first victory of the 
season in as many starts. The Aggies handed the 
St. John's Broncs of the Eastern Intermediate league 
an impressive 43-6 defeat in an exhibition match 
played under the lights. 

While the offensive squad scored seven touch- 
downs, the defence limited the home-towners to a 
single major. Action started on the opening kick-off 
with Dave Fisher coming all the way back - some 90 
yards, to give Mac an early 6-0 lead. Beatty*3 only 
successful convert attempt of the game added another 
point. Minutes later the Aggies were on their way 
to pay-dirt once more. A 37 yard gain on a single 
play moved the ball to within two yards of the goal 
line and fullback Don Nickleas plunged over to 
increase the lead by another six points. Then Jerry 
Kelly, newly acquired end, culminat^ed another Aggie 
drive, grabbing a Daichun pass and racing 20 yards 
into the en-zone. 

In the second quarter Bruce Batty*3 first of 
three majors brought the score to 25-0, again on a 
pass from Daichun. To round out the scoring for 
the first half, the Pepper Daichun combination got 
together for a 20 yard effort throught the air and 
the half ended with Mac up Bl-0. 

To open scoring in the third quarter, Beatty 
took a Daichun screen pass and with supurb blocking, 
rambled 25 yards for another TD. In the final 
quarter an interception by Ted Wall gave Mac pos- 
session and they started on another downfield march. 
Nearing scoring territory. Beatty took a pitch-out 
and raced around the right end to give Mac a 43 
point margin. 

The Broncs marred the Aggies scoreless record 
on the following kickoff which wa'S returned the 
length of the field for St. John*s only marker; the 
convert being blocked by Bruce Walker. 

As the game proceeded tempers seemed to heigh- 
ten and during the second half many penalties were 
handed out by the officials, mostly to the Broncs. 
Scoriii.i^ in the final 30 minutes was consequently 
slowed down for Mac, comparing the two touchdowns 
for that half with five scored in the opening half. 
Nevertheless the Aggies should be better prepared 
for the league opener at Ottawa tomorrow, having 
felt competition and having gained some experience 
aiid confidence.
